CONDITIONS IN 


There is no question as to the Con- 


tinued serlouB conditions In Germany 
or that, though the EbPrt government 
IH again precariously in the w.ildle, it 
may not i-.; uny time bo oo.npelled hy 
force of public opinion fo resign. Al- 
ready Cuftav XosUe. head of the de- 
partment of di-funsp, has retired, and 
hl» loss will perhaps be felt more «er- 
ioualy, in view of the chaotic general 
conditions, than that of practically any 
other of tro minister!* save perhapw 
Ebert himself. Others, however, are 
likely to follow, and Ebe.t may find 
It difficult to replace them with men 
fitted for the posts, so great is the gen- 
eral disquiet 


There neem» at the present time to 


be four principal groups in tier-many. 
On* <8 the republican group, at the 
head of which in Kbert, and which 
find* Its principal support In the rural 
districts- Another is th« reactionary 
Kroup. which, would restore the em- 
pire, -doubtless with the imperialistic 
program and with either the ex-Kaiser 
himself or a member of his family as 
titular head of the government. Given 
these two only and the issue would be 
clearly drawn and the haul* fought out 
to ultimate victory for one sides or the 
other, but in addition there is the 
labor srrup, 
which 
seeks through 


' strikes and revolution to bring about 


•what its members believe would be a 
better condition in a country where all 
conditions are bad; and for .. fourth 
th» Bolshevists, who are at the other 
end. of the line'from the imperialists, 
and who unquestionably appear to be 
gaining ground. 


With these four groups at oJds one 


with the other, there is necessarily a 
condition of chaos There is no govern- 
ment, not even tho Ebert, with which 
ta« allies can treat with a <x csrtalnty 
that the agreed-upon provia'ons can 
be carried out; nor any which can 
guarantee the indemnity that •by the 
Versailles treaty was required. But a» 
to. this, perhaps the Germans ai« more 
in harmony than In anything else, The 
country which in 1870 demanded the 
last sou from stricken France—and 
collected it, evidently does not Intend 
now to pay anything If by pleas of 
poverty, by revolution, or by political 
chicane It can avoid-. It ani there are 
many who, believe that internal condi- 
tion* are-purposely exaggerated with a 
view to wen avoidance. A» for the 
alliM,,U !• not easy for them to under- 
stand how a country which until the 
war's end no foreign foot had In- 
vaded, where no cities had been de- 
stroyed and upon which no single shell 
had fallen, should be in traits so 
desperate- 


In the meantime, those Americans 


which have monsy to loan will doubt- 
lesa keep away from such investments

Keep Up Resistance. 


Professor Sanarelll, who has been 


studying the disease, says that the best 
way to avoid sleeping sickness is to 
keep the powers of resistance up to 
the highest point, as It seemn to atfnck 
chiefly persons who are in a run-down 
condition. He also warns the public 
not to be unduly alarmed about the 
disease, and says he Is unwilling to 
concede It Is hljjhly communicable or 
contagious until trie actual cause of the 
malady is determined.

Howver, be thinks It Is qnlte 
a distinct « sease, as it Is confined 
chiefly to adults ana does not leave 
the serious effects of cerebrospinal 
meningitis. 


Diagnosed In Different Countries. ' 
The mnledy has been diagnosed In 


widely scattered parts of the world In 
1917,1918 «nd 1919. At least one hun- 
dred cases were reported from English 
cities In 1018, but it died out In June. 
TJntil this year It had not been reported 
In Italy since 1889 and 1890, when it 
appeared in Mantua. Many persons 
died then after a few days, sometimes 
even hours, of lethargic sleep which 
could not be overcome. Bulgaria also 
had an epidemic at tbat time, and cases 
occurred In the TTnited States. 


The Illness begins with mental de- 


pression, which is followed by sleepi- 
ness, which develops Into complete 
prostration. Drooping of the eyelids 
and freqnenOy a crossing of the eyes 
occur. Loud talk and even Fhalciug will 
not'arouse patients suffering acutely 
with the malady, who answer incoher- 
ently to all Inquiries and fall Immedi- 
ately Into sleep again.
